The indictment of the four 
Major officers alleges a conspiracy 
to embezzle the union’s funds by 
Making false entries in its books 
and, in some instance, failing to 
Make any entries at all when 
money was received. 

It charges that the receipts and 
stub books evidencing payment, in 
whole or part, of membership fees 
by 3839 members were destroyed. 

The union, which has experi- 
enced mushroom growth through 
employment of its members on de- 
fense projects, charged member- 
ships fees of $56.50. 

Part of the funds received by the 
Union officers, the indictment al- 
leges, was $93,543 derived from 
membership fees, and for this

TWO COMMITTEES 
FOR LEGISLATION 
‘TO SEZE PLANTS 


House, Senate Groups In- 
dorse Proposals to Take 
Over When Strikes Im- 
pede Defense Work. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28 (AP).— 
Senate and House committees gave 
their approval today to separate 
bills which would empower the 
Government to take over a defense 


plant when strikes impede produc- 
tion. The Senate Judiciary Com- 
hit TW to recommend 


the bill of Senator Connally. 
(Dem.), Texas, to take ovex such 
plants and freeze the open or 
closed shop status in them. 

The Senate committee action fol- 
lowed only by minutes House La- 
bor Committee approval of legis- 
lation which, besides the seizure 
clause, would create machinery for 
voluntary arbitration of labor dis- 
putes. 

Acting Chairman Ramspe: k 
(Dem.), Georgia, said it was a 
“middle-of-the-road bill” which 
“undertakes to settle disputes on a 
voluntary basis.” If that should 
fail, the Government could take 
possession of the defense plant aft- 
er a 60-day cooling-off period, he 
added. 

Ramspeck, comparing the bill to 
the Connally measure, gave this 
explanation of it: 
“Whenever a labor dispute is not 
settled by collective bargaining, 
conciliation or mediation and the 
President finds that continuation 
of the dispute imperils national de- 
fense, he may in his discretion take 
possession of the plant and operate 
it under provisions of the Selective 
Service Act.” 


Compulsory Pian Shelved. 
Ramspeck said the committee 
did not take up at its meeting to- 
day a provision in another bill giv- 
ing the President power to invoke 
compulsory arbitration of defense 
labor disputes and carrying stiff 
penalties against both management 
and labor if either refused to ac- 
cept an artibration board decision. 

The decision of the Houge group 
to put aside compulsory arbitra- 
tion proposals was made at the 
direct request of the administra- 
tion, members said. 

The Senate Labor Committee, 
also rushing work on anti-strike 
legislation, was told by Senator 
Herring (Dem.), Iowa, that a pro- 
posal he is sponsoring to make it 
a crime to call a defense strike 
had been approved by William S. 
Knudsen, director of defense pro- 
duction. 

Herring testified before the Sen- 
ate Committee that Knudsen for- 
merly opposed legislation to curb 
strikes, but now thought it would 
be helpful. Herring said his bill 
“will prevent a man like John -L. 
Lewis or any other labor leader 
from calling a strike in a defense 
industry.

SURRENDERED Bt 
TALIANS AFTER 
10-HOUR BATTLE 


Last Fascist Stronghold in 
East Africa Falls Under 
Two-Way British Assault 
After Six Months’ Re- 


sistance. 


ROME, Nov. 28 (AP).—Gondar, 
Italy’s last stronghold in East 
Africa, has fallen to the British 
after a 10-hour last stand, the Ital- 
ian high command announced to- 
day. 

it said the Ethiopian city’s gar- 
rison, which had been under virtual 
siege for six months, had exhaust- 
ed its power to resist and surren- 
dered yesterday afternoon follow- 
ing the day-long assault. 

The British attacked violently 
from the siege line they had 
closed around Gondar, starting at 
4 a. m., and had succeeded in en- 
tering the city with armored forces 
before the order to cease hostili- 
ties was issued, the communique 
said. 

“Our detachments, numerically 
few in proportion to the extent 


of the line to defend and the pre-. 


carious conditions for action,” it 
said, “and despite the giving way 
of several less-solid colonial units 
under inte: se land and air bom- 
bardments, tenaciously fought from 
position to position until afternoon 
—ever after enemy troops with 
numerous armored vehicles suc- 
ceeded in entering the town. 

“With all means for keeping up 
resistance exhausted, and in order 
not to expose the Italian and na- 
tive popuJations to further sacri- 
fices of lite, the high command of 
the theater of operations ordered 
hostilities suspended at 2 p. m. 

“The gallant fighters of Gondar 
fulfilled completely and with honor 
the serious task entrusted to them 
by the fatherland.” 


EAST AFRICA UNITS 
LEAD FINAL ATTACK 


NAIROBI, Kenya Colony, Nov. 
28 (AP).—British East African 
headquarters, announcing the sur- 
render of Gondar, Italy’s mountain- 
ous stronghold in Ethiopia, said 
the defenders capitulated under 
pressure of a hard-driven, two-way 
attack. 

The announcement gave no de- 
tails on the number of prisoners 
taken by the attacking empire 
force of Highland troops, Indians, 
Sudanese and African units. 

Military observers said, however, 
the Gondar garrison was believed 
to number between 10,000 and 
15,000 men—at least half of them 
Italians. 

The British said the final assault 
was made principally by Hast Af- 
rican troops who thus had “the 
honor of finally overthrowing Mus- 
solini’s East African empire.” 

More East African forces took 
part in the battle than in any pre- 
vious fight of the African cam- 
paign, the communique said. 

“The attack,” it continued, “be- 
gan at dawn on both flanks and 
was pressed home with great de- 
termination by all available forces. 
The battle took place in high 
mountainous country very favor- 
able to defense and averaging 7000 
feet above sea level.

It was stated that starva- 
tion would compel the forces com- 
manded by Gen. Guglielmo Nasi, 
62-year-old Italian commander of 
the besieged forces, to yield be- 
fore Maj. Gen. Cyril C. Fowkes, 
British commander-in-chief who, as 
a brigadier in the King’s African 
Rifles, already has bright successes 
at Addis Ababa and Jimma behind 
him. 

Overshadowed “War Theater. 
The popular image has the Ital- 
ians high upon a castellated hill 
defending themselves against vast- 
ly superior forces and unable to 
take retaliatory action. Seen 
against the panorama of rapid Ital- 
ian collapse elsewhere, Gondar’s 
continued failure to fall seems to 
reflect on the enterprise of its be- 
siegers. Even foreign correspon- 
dents, British, American and South 
African, have left the forces in 
this canyon-ridden, awesomely sav- 
age country to themselves and 
their thankless task. I am the 
only newspaper man of any nation- 
ality with them at present. 

The .Italians themselves, who 
might be expected to treat Gondar 
like another Alcazar (scene of 
siege in Spain’s civil war), have 
eschewed the subject, little desiring 
to salt the wounds of a shrinking 
empire. Thus Gondar has been 
forgotten and one of the interesting 
conflicts of the war ignored. 
Actually, the struggle here is as 
different from the rest of the 
Ethiopian campaign as the latter 
from the battle of the western 
desert (Libya). The first differ- 
ence from Italian withdrawal else- 
where is that here the Fascists 
are fighting. With all lost except 
honor, they seemed determined to 
rescue that. Gen. Nasi is the gen- 
eral chiefly responsible for the 
Italians taking British Somaliland 
in August, 1940, and never has 
received credit for it. As Governor 
of: Harrar (Ethiopia), earlier, he 
had been ordered to use the gen- 
eral harsh policy adopted after the 
attempt to murder Marshal Rodolfo 
Graziani in Addis Ababa Feb. 20, 
1937, and the subsequent massacre 
of Ethiopians by the Italians, but 
refused to do so and successfully 
introduced appeasement. Thus his 
native troops are more loyal to 
him than to the average Italian 
general, 

Forlorn Cause. 
Seconded ably by Col. Adriano 
Torelli and until recently by Col. 
Augusto Ugolini, captured in the 
fighting at Kulkaber Hill, Nasi has 
been able to instill the Italians 
with something resembling willing- 
ness to die for this cause, admit- 
tedly forlorn from the start.

Fortified Hills. 
British forces are stretched from

The rarefied air 
here, where one fights at 10,000 
feet for a city situated at 7500 and 
one makes his camp at night in 
drafty tents pitched in chilly damp 
hollows at anywhere from 9500 
feet upwards, is the defenders’ best 
friend and the attackers’ enemy. 
Without effort one grows sleepy; 
with even a slight exertion the 
lungs begin to cry for air. 

In the bowl of hills where 
Gen. Nasi has entrenched him- 
self, his complicated and well- 
prepared lines of trenches can be 
taken only by uphill bayonet 
charges, with little cover offered 
for troops to lie down and gather 
strength. His own lungs pull a 
man to. the ground before bullets 
do. No roads are available, for the 
single artery from Asmara (capital 
of adjacent Eritrea) to the north 
and Dessye to the southeast (in 
Ethiopia) passes directly through 
the embattled city itself. 

Italians Use Mines. 

The Italians never forsake a po- 
sition without planting it thorough- 
ly with mines. Sappers from West, 
East and South African engineers 
must cover the small glades of for- 
est and the nearby fields watching 
carefully for hidden mines before 
infantrymén can entrench them- 
selves.

The Crown Prince of Ethiopia 
has his own camp near the Brit- 
ish headquarters and the Ethio- 
pian gold, red and green flag 
floats not far from the Union 
Jack. On the Italian side the 
principal native influence rests in 
the hands of Col. Torelli, whose 
native regiments are mixed, be- 
ing composed of Somalis, Erit/ 
reans and Ethiopians. 

Through regular air reconnais- 
sance and the interruption of 
clandestine mail service through 
the mountains from Gondar to 
Asmara—where live the families of 
many of the besieged—the British 
have obtained a fairly complete 
picture of life within Gondar. All 
children were evacuated long ago 
and only five women remain with- 
in the city. The composition be- 
tween black and white of the 15,- 
000 besieged men remains uncer- 
tain but in recent battles on the 
wooded ridge leading toward the 
lake front, two Italians were taken 
prisoner for every native soldier. 

The Rome radio has complained 
that the British have bombed 
Gondar’s hospital but South Afri- 
can airmen who at first thought 
they knew exactly which is Gon- 
dar’s hospital are now less cer- 
tain. Originally, there were only 
a dozen Red Crosses on Gondar’s 
roofs but since swift Mohawk 
planes arrived, dozens of Red 
Crosses have appeared.

Chairman James L. Ford Jr. of 
the Smoke Elimination Commit- | 
tee praised Mayor Becker's ap- 
pointment of Raymond R. Tucker 
as Smoke Commissioner, in a 
statement today. ‘ 

The Mayor’s action was further 
evidence of his determination to 
carry on vigorous enforcément of 
the smoke control ordinance, Ford 
said. It would place the smoke 
department in the hands of the 
same men who administered it 
last winter to the satisfaction of 
the public. 

Ford took notice of the smoke 
palls which have been experienced 
this. fall, from Sept. 1, up to yes- 
terday, but said a comparison with 
the corresponding period of last 
winter is favorable; the Weather 
Bureau had recorded 60 hours of 
measurable smoke this year 


up to the same time last year. 
There had been 16 hours and five 
minutes of thick smoke during 
that period this year compared 
with 15 hours and 35 minutes last 
year, but eight hours and 30 min- 
utes of this year’s thick smoke 
came on one day when wind con- 
ditions were particularly adverse. 
Text of Ford’s Statement. 

Ford’s statement in full follows: 

“The -smoke campaign last year, 
thanks to the administration, the 
press and radio, citizen groups and 
the people themselves, was perhaps 
as intensive a civic effort as was 
ever waged in an American city. 
This fight against smoke made the 
citizens ‘smoke-conscious’ to an un- 
usual degree. This is a great as- 
set and should be encouraged, but 
this constant vigilance might in 
one respeet lead us astray. 

“There has already been some 
loss of confidence on the part of 
some of the people because of oc- 
casional smoky conditions this 
year. Direct opposition, if prop- 
erly handled, often strengthens a 
civic effort, while loss of public 
confidence, if it gains headway, 
sometimes gradually leads to 
apathy which is an insidious but 
deadly killer of any cause. There 
should be absolutely no loss of con- 
fidence but on the contrary full 
confidence in the future, and I will 
give you the reasons why. 

“First let us say that the Smoke 
Committee, composed as it is of 
citizens with no political entangle- 
ments, has not the slightest doubt 
of the intense desire of the pres- 
ent administration to preserve the 
gain in the elimination of smoke 
accomplished last year. Mayor 
Becker is showing splendid co-op- 
eration and leadership and a de- 
termination to not only to preserve 
the accomplishment already made 
but to add to it. His reappoint- 
ment of the entire force of em- 
ployes in the Department of 
Smoke from the heads down to 
the lowest salaried employe, de- 
spite the fact that practically all 
of them were of the opposite po- 
litical faith, shows conclusively his 
attitude toward smoke elimination. 
It was as fine a demonstration of 
regard for public welfare, running 
ahead of political considerations, 
as this city or any other has ever 
witnessed, 

“His announcement today of the 
appointment of Mr. Tucker and 
Mr. Carter, the two men who head- 
ed the department last year, is ad- 
ditional evidence of good faith and 
constructive action on his part 
which shows beyond all question 
that the heart and soul of the ad- 
ministration is in this work. 

Stokes and Diesel Engines. 

“We proceed, therefore, with the 
backing of the administration as 
the Mayor has put it, to the nth 
degree. Our Smoke Department is 
headed by the same two men who 
headed it last year to the entire ap- 
proval of the citizens. The entire 
force of inspectors and employers 
remains. 

“There have been 15,000 new in- 


Many oil or apartment 
or home furnaces have replaced old 
equipment. Coal dealers also are 
co-operating to the nth degree. 
Many. neighboring communities 
have passed the same smoke ordi- 
nance as St. Louis. The people un- 
derstand the new fuel and like it. 
All the great factors leading to 
smoke elimination exist today only 
a far greater extent than prevailed 
last year. The will to do and the 
machinery with which to do it still 
exist, 

“There should be no question un- 
der these conditions of the safety 


practical in any large city, as all 
the necessary basic factors are the 
same or better than last year. 

“Now let us look at the record 
and see whether this expectation 
is not borne out by performance. 
Perhaps to the great surprise of 
some who have expressed mis- 
givings, the Weather Bureau shows 
that there has been less .smoke 
this year than last. The record 
shows that from Sept’4 to Nov. 27, 
this year, compared with last, 
there have .been but 60 hours of 
smoke in 1941 compared to 8&2 
hours and 50 minutes in 1940. It 
is*true that during that period and 
included in the figures, there have 
been 16 hours and five minutes of 
thick smoke this year compared to 
15 hours and 35 minutes last year. 
But over half the total recorded 
showing of thick smoke this year 
occurred on one day when there 
was eight hours and 30 minutes. 
On that day the wind was from 
the east, southeast and south. We 
are bound to have somke when 
the wind is from the East Side, 
even though our stacks are clear 
as crystal, which of course, they 
never are. 


East Wind Carries Smoke. 
“Of 180,000 stacks in St. Louis, 
however, it must be admitted that 
only a minute percentage create 
smoke. They are relatively so few 
in number that the citizens notice 
each one and forget that all heat- 
ing plants are permitted six min- 
utes of smoke while firing -or 
cleaning. On every other day of 
thick smoke this year, of which 
there have been only five from 
Sept. 1 to Nov. 27, compared to 
six last year, the Weather Bureau 
reports wind from the east ex- 
cepting on one day. As long as 
the wind is from that direction, 
and with plants working overtime 
on smoke producing fuel, there 
will be some smoke. 

“It is true that consumers were 
permitted to burn up old supplies 
on hand last year, but this factor 
has probably been more than off- 
set by the far greater use of 
smoky fuel on the East Side this 
year occasioned by an extraordi-' 
nary increase in firing and forced 
firing due to defense business, It 
must be borne in mind also that 
the extreme moisture in the 
ground due to _ record-breaking 
rains in the period this year gave 
rise to moist atmospheric condi- 
tions which were bound to hold 
smoke from whatever source it 
came, and [I repeat that it did not 
come in large measure from our 
own stacks. F 

“I again say that the citizens 
can have full. confidence. We per- 
formed well last year and I be- 
lieve the reasons mentioned should 
indicate expectation of an even 
better performance this year, and 
furthermore, that the results so 
far this year bear out that ex- 
pectation.”

479,301 of Excess Rates 
to Begin After Dec. 31, 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 

ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 28.— 
Judge Sam C. Blair of Cole Coun- 
ty Circuit Court today ruled that 
domestic and commercial gas cus- 
tomers of the Laclede Gas Light 
Co. of St. Louis were entitled to 
refunds in full of the $1,479,301 in 
excess rates impounded, by court 
order, during several years of liti- 
gation over the Laclede company’s 
1934 rate and valuation case. 

This ruling means a complete 
victory for the city of St. Louis in 
resisting the claim of the company 
to the impounded fund. 

The court directed that machin- 
ery to return the refunds to the 
gas users, without cost to them or 
the fund, be set in motion as soon 
as possible after Dec. 31 of this 
year. The fund now is deposited, 
under Circuit Court order, in the 
Central Missouri Trust Co. of Jef- 
ferson City. 

No Title for Company. 

Judge Blair held that $1,479,301 
of impounded funds “always be- 
longed and does now belong to 
the consumers of gas in the city 
of St. Louis, in the proportion that 
each consumer contributed to the 
fund. The Laclede Gas Light Co. 
has never had and has not now 
any right, title or interest in or 
to the same.” 

The fund was impounded in 
the Circuit Court during litigation 
over an order by the Missouri 
Public Service Commission in the 
1934 rate and valuation case, which 
fixed the rate making valuation 
of the gas company. at $39,000,000, 
held the company was entitled to 
a return of 6% per cent on that 
valuation and directed the com- 
pany to make a reduction of 6 per 
cent in. its domestic and commer- 
cial gas rates. 

Basis of Dispute. 

The dispute over the ownership 
of the fund, instituted by the com- 
pany, turned on interpretation of a 
ruling of the Missouri Supreme 
Court in 1937, which affirmed the 
major portion of the commission’s 
order but remanded the case to the 
commission for further considera- 
tion of four minor points affecting 
the rate making valuation. 

When the commission disposed of 
those. four minor points, involving 
about $250,000 of the $39,000,000 
valuation on rehearing, the com- 
pany did not appeal from its final 
order. 

However the company, in Sep- 
tember, 1939, filed a proceeding in 
Cole County Circuit Court, which 
had heard an appeal from the orig- 
inal Public Service Commission or- 
der, contending the Supreme 
Court, in its ruling, did not affirm 
the 6 per cent rate reduction or- 
der of the Commission. The com- 
pany asked that the fund be re- 
turned to it. ' 

The company had collected the 
old rates during the litigation, but 
the 6 per cent representing the 
reduction order was impounded in 
the Central Missouri Trust Co. of 
Jefferson City, under court order. 

The city, in resisting the com- 
pany’s claim, contended the Su- 
preme Court had affirmed the 
rate reduction order and that the 
money all belonged to the gas 
users, 

Triplicate Lists Ordered. 

Judge Blair directed the Laclede 
Co. to furnish the impounding rec- 
ords to Circuit Clerk Guy Sone of 
Cole County and to furnish, by 
Dec. 31, without cost a triplicate 
list of all persons entitled to re- 
funds, together with the amounts. 
The clerk was directed to deliver 
the records to the bank in which 
the fund is held, 

The bank was _ instructed 
“promptly” to issue checks by 
mail, “without any diminution of 
any nature,” for amount due each 
consumer who contributed to the 
impounded fund, 

The order provides that the rea- 
sonable cost of issuance of the 
checks and the postage, to be de- 
termined by the Court, be paid to 
the depository and taxed as costs 
against the Laclede Co. The bank 
also was instructed to file monthly 
reports with the Circuit Court on 
payments made and any checks re- 
turned,

WASHINGTON, Novy. 28 (AP).— 
Maj. Gen. Henry H. Arnold re- 
ported today the army air forces 
possessed 2500 or more modern, 
combat-type planes despite the di- 


abroad. 

In a revised version of a recent 
confidential speech at the Military 
Academy, released by the air 
forces, Gen, Arnold disclosed that 
800 or more planes were ready for 
action in advanced bases outside 
continental United States. He 
gave no figures for trainers or 
craft other than combat planes. 

Detailing progress made in ex- 
panding Army air power in the 
last two years, the Air Forces 
chief stressed improvements in 
effectiveness as well as the gain 
in numbers. 

Gen. Arnold said the British had 
found the Army’s P-40 _ pursuit 
planes superior to their own Hur- 
ricane fighters, and that they were 
standard equipment in the Near 
East, “although we no longer rate 
P-40 better than a good pursuit 
trainer.” 

Long range, four engine B-17 
bombers “have executed, for some 
time, successful day and night 
raids over Germany at 34,000 feet 
with virtual immunity from enemy 
— and ground fire,” Arnold 


“We have reached the large pro- 
‘duction stage on our single engined 
Bell P-39, a type that has demon- 
strated it is a match for the Spit- 
fire and Messerschmidt up to 16,- 
000 feet, and on our Lockheed 
P-38,” he said.

He reported that in the North 
Atlantic region, the Army had gar- 
risons at eight large bases and 
four radio and weather stations. 
In Alaska, he said, air forces al- 
ready were operating at Fairbanks 
and Anchorage, bases were being 
prepared at three other points, and 
10 fields were being built in the 
Aleutian Islands to aid defense of 
the Navy’s base at Dutch Harbor. 

About 75 Air Corps officers are 
on duty abroad as “eyes and ears 
of the air staff,” he said.

AOAINST TORRANCE 


Judge Holds Scientist in Death 
of Wife, but Decision 
Is Not Final. 


MONTERREY, Mexico, Nov. 28 


(AP).—Defense attorneys will ap-} 


peal from the order of Judge Jesus 
B. Santos that Arthur Torrance be 
held for further investigation on a 
“strong presumption of guilt” that 
the author and expert on tropical 
diseases murdered his elderly bride.

“American merchant vessels sail- 
ing on routes in the Pacific Ocean 
will not be armed under existing 
circumstances. 

“Public announcement ‘will be 
made of any change of policy af- 
fecting any of these routes.” 

Thus it appeared that guns 
would be mounted for the time be- 
ing only on cargo carriers operat- 
ing to England and the Red Sea 
area and Russia’s Arctic ports. 

An invasion of -Thailand, in-

THE BERLIN MEETING . 


Y A NICE coincidence it just /deluded into thinking that this 


B nsppens that as against the 13 
governments present in Berlin 
last Tuesday, there were absent 14 
other nations—all of them within 
the sphere of the “new order” in 
Europe and Asia. The list of the 
absentees shows what the peoples 
most directly involved really think 
of the new order. For no nation 
signed the Berlin alliance which is 
not occupied by or directly threat- 
ened by the German or the Japa- 
nese army. And many nations — 
among them some of the great peo- 
ples of Europe—were not present, 
even though they are occupied or 
are surrounded. 

Thus Finland and Denmark 
signed, but not the Swedes or the 
Norwegians. Slovakia and Hungary 
‘and Croatia and Rumania signed, 
but not the Swiss, the Poles, the 
Dutch, the Belgians, the Luxem- 
burgers, the Greeks, the Serbs, the 
Czechs. Spain, which has a German 
army on her frontier, signed — but 
not Portugal or Turkey. Even 
Vichy France did not sign. And in 
Asia, the signers were only Japan 
and her two puppet governments | 
in Manchuria and Nanking. Thai- 
land, the only neutral and inde- 
pendent nation within the preten- 
sions of the so-called new order in 
Asia, did not sign. 


. * 9 
S A DEMONSTRATION of 
unity in adherence to the new 
order, the ceremonies in Berlin are 
and obvious failure. Yet the meet- 
ing is of considerable practical im- 
portance to the United States be- 
cause there were present three 
governments with which we are 
immediately and directly con- 
cerned in very important negotia- 
tions. These are the governments 
of Finland, Spain and Japan, and 
the question in each case is wheth- 
er we must regard their spectacu- 
lar pilgrimages to Berlin as final 
evidence that they are trrevocably 

committed against us. 

Much hangs on the answers to 
that question. On the answer as to 
Finland depends one of the happi- 
est friendships in international af- 
fairs. On the answer as to Spain 
there depend vital elements in the 
sectrity of the Western Hemisphere 
and perhaps also the internal 
peace of some of the Spanish- 
speaking nations of the Americas. 
On the answer as to Japan depends 


the peace of the Pacific. 
. ¥ a 

F INLAND is an especially pain- 

ful case, because Finland has 
for 20 years been to Americans the 
very symbol of a democracy whose 
word was as good as its bond. 
Finland has been the symbol of 
good faith—one of the most pre- 
cious in a world where there is so 
much bad faith. Yet in the past 
few months the good faith of the 
present Government of Finland has 
come into question. 

The American people have been 
told by the official spokesmen of 
the Finnish Government that Fin- 
land entered the war only after 
Finland had beeh attacked by Sov- 
jet Russia and that Finland is not 
allied with the Axis powers. This 
is what we have wanted to believe. 
This is what we have tried to be- 
lieve. But it is not very easy to 
believe it any longer. 

For there are certain circum- 
stances which, unless they can be 
explained away, cast the gravest 
doubt on the truthfulness of these 
two basic assertions by Finland’s 
official spokesmen. First, if Fin- 
land entered the war only because 
Soviet Russia attacked her in 
June, what are we to make of the 

_ fact that Hitler named Finland as 
his ally in his proclamation of war 
against Russia. Second, if there 
was no previous arrangement with 
Hitler, what are we to make of 
the fact that Finland, exhausted 
and beaten into surrender in 
March, 1940, had an army equipped 
to. take the offensive 15 months 
later? Where did this equipment 
come from, and what were the ar- 
rangements which made. possible 
the equipping of this formidable 
Finnish army? Third, if the pres- 
ent government of Finland is not 
participating in the power politics 
of the Axis, why did it reach half- 
way across the world to intervene 
in Asia by recognizing the Jap- 
anese puppet government of Man- 


choukuo? 
J ia * 

T HESE are serious questions 

both for Finland and the 
United States, not because Ameri- 
cans will be disposed to blame Fin- 
land for fighting a war of revenge 
and recovery against Soviet Rus- 
sia, but because they bear upon 
the good faith of Finland's argu- 
ments to the American people. It 
is important to both nations that 
they should be able to continue to 
believe in one another. For if 
Finland is to be a free and inde- 
pendent democracy after this war, 
She cannot afford to destroy her | 
credit here by saying one thing 
and doing another. For this rea- 
son the Finnish Minister in Wash- 
ington will do his country a grave 
injury if he does not make it plain 
in Helsinki that while Americans 
could condone what Finland is do- 
ing, they will not so easily forget 
it if they have been duped.

1J HE participation of the Span- 

ish Government in the pact is 
significant in that Spain was the 
only non-belligerent present. The 
pact, ever since it was first made 
five years ago, has been the propa- 
gandist facade for an offensive 
milijary alliance of Germany, Italy 
and Japan, 4 : to the pact 


pact is now, or ever has been, an 
agreement to crusade against Boj- 
shevism. That pretension has al- 
ways been an obvious swindle. For 
no sooner had Germany and Japan 
signed the pact than they turned 
away from Communist Russia and 
fell upon other peoples. Japan 
made war on China, not on Rus- 
sia. Italy made war on France, 
not on Russia. Germany made a 
pact with Russia, destroyed 
Czechoslovakia, Poland, Norway, 
Denmark, the Netherlands and 
Belgium, and when Finland was 
fighting Russia, prevented the 
Finns from getting the help they 
needed. Therefore we know from 
the acts of the original signers, 
and now from the speeches of 
Ribbentrop, that this alliance is 
directed at the conquest of the 
outer world, and only incidentally 
and belatedly at the seat of Com- 
munism in Russia.. 

Thus, the presence of Spain at 
this spectacular ceremony must be 
regarded as a plain warning that 
Spain within the limits of her

gm ACTION of Japan in going 
to Berlin at this very moment 
when Mr. Kurusu is in Washing- 
ton comes as a very sharp re- 
minder that any arrangement with 
Japan must be examined with the 
utmost care. For it seems to sig- 
nify that Japan remains firmly 
associated with the European 
Axis, either by intention or be- 
cause she is irretrievably en- 
tangled. It follows that any agree- 
ment with Japan, however limited, 
should be examined and re-exam- 
ined, considered and reconsidered 
in order to see whether it ‘in- 
creases or diminishes Japan’s 
power of aggression and the op- 
posing power of China, Russia, 
Britain, the Netherlands and 
America.

AFL CITY EMPLOYES PICKETING 
CITY MANAGER LABOR ELECTED 


Union Divided in Sympathy in 
Strike Over Firing of 6 Per- 
sons—Many Services Tied Up. 

KENOSHA, Wis., Nov. 28 (AP). 
—Members of an AFL city em- 
ployes union picketed Kenosha’s 
city hall today in a strike which 
has paralyzed many municipal 
services for three days in this in- 
dustrial community of more than 
50,000 governed by a labor admin- 
istration. ° 

The picture of labor striking 
against a labor-elected city gov- 
ernment is a confused one, with 
union men divided in their sym- 
pathies, 

The dispute, which has tied up 
city services except fire, police, 
waterworks and sewage disposal, 
was called in protest against dis- 
charge of six city employes’ by 
City Manager Le Roy Wolfe.

There is a qualification to this 
flat statement, but it is a quailifi- 
cation which works against Japan 
and for our side.

Plight of the Postal Substitute. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


HY must a postal clerk work hard- 

er and longer hours and yet make 
less money than those workers who are 
coming into St. Louis just for the dura- 
tion of defense? A lot of these people 
live in trailers, yet we who pay rent 
must pay $5 to $10 more each month on 
rent because of the good money being 
paid to outsiders. 

I say let everybody make money, but 
don’t forget the substitute clerk who 
works seven days a week and with no. 
opel hours. Saturdays and Sundays 
are like any other day of the week, only 
on Sunday the substitute must come in 
and work for about two or three hours, 
then go back home. This is just enough 
time to take away the one day that 
could be a day off. 

There is no overtime pay for a substi- 
tute clerk. He works from six to 12 
hours a day, and hé’s made to stay until 
the mail is up. There is no extra money 
for holidays. The substitute gets 65 
cents an hour up until 6 p. m., then 10 
per cent extra for time after 6. The 
substitute has to wait until the foreman 
calls for men, sometimes waiting for two 
to two and one-half hours on his own 
time before being called to work. Noth- 
ing is paid for all this waiting time. If 
an office hired a man and told him to 
report at 8 a. m., and he did not start 
work until 10 a. m., it would pay him 
his full salary. < 

Considering the rents and foodstuffs 
that have risen, isn’t it about time that 
the small 65 cents-an-hour man’ who 
works in the Postoffice should have a 
raise?

much as any single group to drive the lesson home. 


plaints-galore about the impact of the defense pro- 
gram on our economy. But, generally, they were 
scattered, individualistic, The committee has done 
much to-bring them together, to determine and to set 
forth their totality. 

For example, take the case of the St. Louis area. 
From the Chamber of Commerce, the committee 
learned that out of 633 companies, 311 have par- 
ticipated in the defense program either as prime 
contractors or sub-contractors. Employment has 
been curtailed by 87 companies, while 126 others 
plan ‘to lay off men in the next 90 days. Employ- 
ment, at the moment, is higher than it was a year 
ago, but, according to the Chamber of Commerce, 
cmaady “every one has had some curtailment. Every 
major industry expects further curtailment.” 

Small manufacturers came from Belleville, Deca- 
tur, Peoria, Kansas City and elsewhere to tell an 
even sorrier story. Many of them are beginning to 
feel the pinch of priorities to the point where they 
are making plans to close their doors. — 

The only answer they have been given so far is to 
get subcontracts. But, in spite of the three red- 
white-and-blue trains now steaming up and down 
the land, for many of them no contracts are forth- 
coming. So Washington is telling them that perma- 
nent “bits and pieces” exhibits are to be arranged 
here, there and everywhere to supplement the travel- 
ing displays. This sort of thing may do some good. 
There are rumors, however, that Floyd Odlum, chief 
of the program, is ready to resign, convinced that 
“bits and pieces,” as now conceived, cannot be a 
success. ~ 
If true, this is really bad news. It would mean 
that a considerable portion of our industrial plant 
and a considerable number of our workers are 
condemned to idleness at a time when the Treas- 
ury is counting on an increasing national income— 
perhaps a hundred-billion-a-year income—as a base 
for new taxes to meet the cost of preparedness. 

The American people have patriotically reconciled 
themselves to higher taxes, but all the patriotism 
in the world cannot banish the sinister implica- 
tions of sharply rising taxes in the face of a de- 
clining national income. And the economic red 
light begins to flash with a frenzy when it is real- 
ized that, under these conditions, the taxes would be 
levied largely on guns. Such taxes really are only a 
rebate and can never be expected to pay the Dill. 
‘Such conditions would.so shrink the basis for 
taxation that, no matter how high the rates, the 
door would be open for capital levies. In fact, 
when a governmental policy shuts down a business, 
its owner is likely to feel that he has already been 
introduced to a capital levy. 

The story being unfolded by the Tolan Committee 
is just as grim on the human side. Yesterday its 
chairman stressed the fact that the first postoffice 
for a trailer camp has been established at Florissant 
avenue and Chambers road. This is dramatic evi- 
dence of the extent to which a gypsy class has al- 
ready sprung up in the United States. And we are 
not nearly enough aware of the grave social implica- 
tions this holds for the future—and not the very 
distant future, either. 

Mr. Tolan indicated a preference for the trailer as 
against permanent building projects to house defense 
plant workers. A community built up around the 
Weldon Spring TNT plant, for example, might 
quickly become a deserted village. On the other 
hand, workmen with trailers own homes which can 
be driven away when a given region no longer of- 
fers employment. The question, however, will be: 
Where do they go from here? 


But true preparedness does not countenance the reck- 
less piling up of problems which, in the end, may be 
its own worst stumbling blocks. Real preparedness 
must include a determination to tackle all its prob- 
lems—political, economic, industrial and social—as 
they arise. 

Today that is a tremendously difficult job—per- 
haps the most difficult faced by any nation at any 
time. But that is all the more reason for not turning 
our back. A solution—or rather a long series of 
solutions—must be found, or the United States will 
pay a penalty that is today beyond imagining.

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A JOB FOR THE PRESIDENT. 

Hope that the House would enact adequate price 
control was dashed Wednesday by the crushing de- 
feat, 218 to 63, of Representative Gore’s over-all ceil- 
ing, covering prices, rents and wages. On top of 
that, a movement is on foot to delay the bill now 
being debated by sending it back to committee. 

The Senate has been equally dilatory. It has kept 
a price-control bill buried in the Senate Finance 
Committee ever since its introduction in the middle 
of last summer. 

The plain fact of the matter is that Congress has 
no intention of checking rising prices now or at any 
time in the near future. Too many special interests 
are involved in price controls, and the spokesmen 
for the special interests—the farm bloc, the labor 
lobby and all the rest—are in the saddle. 

“Unless we act decisively and without delay,” the 
President said as long ago as last July 30, we face a 
“disastrous inflation.” Since then, the inflationary 
price spiral has mounted alarmingly, and nothing 
has been done to check it. Evidently nothing will 
be done unless the President uses his influence and 
prestige on behalf of price controls broad enough 
and strong enough to cope with the emergency that 
confronts us. 

When the President urgently requested price con- 
trols months ago, he said: 

Nothing will sap the morale of this nation 
more quickly or ruinously than penalizing its 
sweat and skill and thrift by the individually un- 
deserved and uncontrollable poverty of inflation. 
Yet that is the penalty the country may pay if in- 

tervention by the President for over-all price’ con- 
trols does not save the day,

Americans will soon have to decide just what they are going to do 
about the war, correspondent says; if we never get fully in, it may 
end in stalemate or German victory; if we enter, we must pay 
huge cost; but in either event, writer says, we won't be ruined.

HE time is now rapidly approaching 

when we Americans will have to put up 

or shut up. That is not an expression 
of personal opinion or a piece of propa- 
ganda; it is a cold fact. 

This European war, with all its infinite 
complications and appalling prospects, has 
been dumped into our laps. We are con- 
fronted now with a fact which should have 
been apparent to us from the outset—that 
no nation can get itself into a war, as we 
have done, without expecting to fight that 
war. 

There was a time when Americans could 
afford to follow the foreign policy sum- 
marized by Tyler Dennett in ‘the epigram, 
“When we are asked to put up or shut up, 
we do neither.” Some of us apparently 
thought we could still do that. But events 
have proved that these Americans were 
mistaken, Now, since we have refused to 
shut up about the war in Europe, we have 
been compelled to put up one thing after 
another. And the time is at hand when 
we shall: have to choose between putting 
up everything we possess, or shutting up 
completely so far as an effective voice in 
European affairs is concerned. 

So where does that leave us? It. still 
leaves us the most fortunate people in 
the world. We are fortunate, in the first 
place, because the war is not going to ruin 
us, no matter how it comes out. Whatever 
our nightmare-mongers may tell us, no 
power or combination of powers can emerge 
from this cataclysmic conflict in any posi- 
tion to destroy the United States. 

We are fortunate, in the second piace, 
because we are the only people who still 


have a clear voice in shaping our own. 


destiny. All the peoples of Europe already 
have had their destinies shaped for them, 
either by their own decisions or by circum- 
stances beyond their control. ’ 

We still can choose, but our choice is not 
so wide as it wag in 1939, or even in 1940. 
Since that time, we have got into the 


* limits. 


European war, and this fact cannot be ex- 
orcised by any political hocus-pocus. Our 
choice today is confined within narrower 


From both Germany and Britain the 
same question will soon be directed to us: 
“What are you Americans going to do 
now?” And because of our own actions, 
we are now restricted to only two possible 
answers. 

We can reply, “We are going to do just 
what we have been doing, edging bit by bit 
into the war without getting fully into it.” 
If that is to be our answer, then we must 
accept the probability that the war in 
Europe will end at best in stalemate and at 
worst in German victory. 

Since we have openly challenged the Ger- 
mans, a German victory would mean a 
humiliating# defeat for us. The former Ger- 
man Consul-General in New Orleans, who 
bluntly told us that Germans will never for- 
get that we sided against them in this war, 
was speaking the plain truth. 

The only other answer we can make now 
it, “We are going into an all-out shooting 
war against Germany.” If that is to be our 
answer, we must realize that American 
soldiers probably will go into action first in 
Africa and Asia; in those Near Eastern 
regions where American reinforcements will 
be most urgently. required. 

And then, if we are determined to win 
this war, our soldiers eventually will have 
to join in an assault upon the entrenched 
German Empire in Europe. Because the 
German high command has so arranged its 
strategy that if the time ever comes when 
their armies must make a last stand, then 
the decisive battle will be fought on this 
battleground of their own choosing. 

If we make this maximum choice, we 
should understand the price we will have 
to pay. The cost will be incalculable in 
both lives and treasure. And we shall have 
accepted the burdens of Europe, not for a 
year or a few years, but for generations,

as for his paintings, convinced 
members of the St. Louis Woman's 
Club in a luncheon address yester- 
day that he has not surrendered 
Americans into creative rather 
than imitative art lovers. 

In an hour-long talk punctuated 
with wit and often satiric refer- 
ences to Americans’ seeming idol- 
atry of nothing but foreign art, 
Benton asserted that this country 
will never create a culture of im- 
portance so long as the people look 
to past ages for art. , 
“All the Egyptian cats in the 
world won't speak a single word 
for you when the history of your 
day‘is written,” he said, with ap- 
parent reference to the St. Louis 
Art Museum’s bronze cat. “They 
will still speak of Egypt.” 

Emphasizing, however, that all 
art has its place, he added that 
there is too much’ smugness and 
indifference to originality in paint- 
ing. He said such attitudes are 
characteristic of “artistic . provin- 
cials.” 

As an illustration of originality 
of art, no matter whai degree, he 
cited the work of Vancouver In- 
dians, saying: ““What did those In- 
dians know about the history of 
art or what was fashionable in the 
European salons? But now their 
totem, poles are coveted by our 
museums.” 

The Missouri artist asserted 
that museums are held in too high 
reverence. Although it must be 
realized that such institutions have 
their place, he said, they are only 
to extend knowledge of art and

Approach ‘Too Social.’ 


The chief argument against the 
department has been that it is too 


1 social in its approach, turning em- 


bassies into perpetual tea-cocktail- 
dinner parties. The Germans, 
whose work in South America has 
all North American diplomats 
worried, have staff men trained as 
social butterflies. But they also 
have “think” men who handle pol- 
icy and are rated for results rath- 
er than polish. 


The United States embassies are 
criticised, too, as being too devot- 
ed to the top economic class which 
rules the Latin countries, at the 
expense of interest in the poorer 
classes who make up the mass of 
the population, 


Latin liberals are becoming more 
bitter about this as talk of the 
war in which they are expected to 
play their part turns more and 
more on the “save democracy” 
theme. Many North Americans 
agree. 

The farm commission, sent to 
South American countries by the 
Carnegie Foundation openly ex- 
pressed its irritation at being di- 
rected by the embassies only to 
rich estancias, never te poor or 
average farms.

It stretches past the 
British in Hongkong. 
out and tentatively fingers the 
Malay Peninsula, at the end of 
which is the British air and mili- 
tary base at Singapore. 


Twenty-four hours after war be- 
gan,. the British would have set 
out from Singapore to unclasp the 
grasp of these tentacles along the 
China Sea; our own bombing 
planes would have struck from 
Manila: the British would have 
reached up to meet us from Hong- 
kong; the Dutch would have added 
their weight from Java and Su- 
matra.

—* up the Indian Ocean to it- 
self. 


And where would the United 
States be then? Instead of attack- 
ing its arrogant enemy with three 
powerful friends, simultaneously on 
four sides, we would be fighting 
Japan in the open Pacific Ocean, 
with the Japanese Navy closer to 
its bases than the United States 
Navy. Do not concede us a chance 
to hold the Philippine Islands it 
the Japanese are able to en- 
trench themselves on the south. of 
the Philippines at Singapore, on 
the west at Hongkong—and they 
are already on the nogth,.

Getting out is something else 
again. As you listen vainly fora 
beating of wings in the glittering 
sky and count the days since last 
you saw anything moving on the 
long, empty runway, you begin 
realize why this air route to 
Alaska and Asia didn’t get the 
attention of the Canadian Govern- 
ment any earlier. The vast no- 
where of Northern British Colum- 
bia has been, since before the Ice 
Age, a land without life so far 
as transportation is concerned. It 
sm also been a land without 

me, 


It has been many years now 
since travelers from the Far North 
brought to the United States the 
first charts for a highway along 
the eastern slope of:the mountains 
between the border and Fair- 
banks, They knew too much about 
plane travel, as it was then being 
interpreted by barnstormers in the 
Arctic, to waste time with any- 
thing so visionary as a sky trail 
over the same territory. But they 
presented statistics concerning the 
east slope that got quite a lot of 
attention from men promoting the 
great American flying services. 


Weather More Regular. 


Weather was more dependable 
in the interior of British Colum- 
bia than on the coast. Tempera- 
tures were more even, snowfall 
was considerably less. Gradients 
between, say, Lethbridge and 
White Horse, were gentle with 
only one mountain range to cross 
as against about half-a-dozen on 
any feasible route along the west- 
ern slope. It was easily apparent 
t.at arguments favoring the east- 
ern slope for a highway were just 
as strong in favor of a skyway. 
They still seem potent and it isn’t 
until you study the problem on 
its home grounds that you realize 
that the radio beam stations are 
what makes this route practical as 
a factor in continental defense at 
all hours and in any weather.

here. Probably this country is 
the finest in the world for hap- 
hazard flying in the summer, In 
July, for there is virtually no 
night, planes can land and take 
off at midnight as easily as they 
can at 8 o’clock in the morning. 

But the winter makes things dif- 
ficult not only because of its odd 
varieties of weather but because

hours of daylight. That doesn’t 
leave much time for loitering on a 
séven-hour trip. And that isn’t 
all. There are times when the 
weather may be perfect for flying 
all along the line, but planes stay 
grounded because the pilot has no 
way of finding out about it. 


Radio Blackouts. 


Weather service at first looked 
like a simple affair. Short-wave 
transmitters were installed at trad- 
ing posts here and there and some 
able lads were hired to read ther- 
mometers and interpret the signs 
in the sky and send out reports on 
their findings. That made flying 
theoretically a hundred times more 
simple. Just when they discovered 
the phenomenon known as the ra- 
dio blackout is not known, but it 
wasn't long after the pioneer weath- 
er service began. The Northern 
Lights were blazing nearly always 
when these periods of silence oc 
curred, so for want of further ex- 
planation the operators agreed that 
the Northern Lights were respon- 
sible. The theory, so far, is un- 
proved, but whatever the cause, 
the blackout still remains a nuis- 
ance. A pilot aloft, listening to im- 
portant data from a ground sata- 
tion, is cut off by the silence in 
the middle of a sentence, perhaps 
in the middle of a word. 

The day may be cold and clear, 
or warm and murky, but there is 
no difference in the operation of 
the blackout. When it comes, it 
comes, and nothing stirs until it 
goes away again, two or three days 
later. Marooned passengers Can 
do nothing but wrap themselves in 
blankets and stir the fire. 

All of this might not be worth 
mentioning if it were a local phe- 
nomenon, but it has more impor- 
tance than that. The chain of 
radio beam stations from Edmon- 
ton to White Horse would have 
been no good at all if they could 
be silenced without warning by 
the mysterious blackout, 


The Problem Solved. 


The problem has been solved by 
a switching arrangement whereby 
the beam, blotted out on one fre- 
quency, may be shifted to another 
where there is no interference. 

It is solacing to think that next 

month, with the new system at 
work, ships will fly on a regular 
schedule to Alaska whether the 
Aurora Borealis burns or not. 
‘In the twilight this afternoon a 
plane arrived on the Fort Nelson 
Field. The cheery pilot greeted 
old friends whom he had not seen 
for a long time and announced 
that he would be taking off for 
White Horse tomorrow. He did 
not seem to be disturbed over the 
long hiatus in the aerial service. 

“What are you kicking about?” 
he said. “Péople who came through 
here out of Grande Prairie, in the 
gold rush of '98, were three years 
getting to White Horse.”

SUBSIDURY URGED 


Report Also Suggests 
Liquidation of. Illinois 
Traction Co., a Subsid- 
iary of Holding Firm. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28 (AP). 
—The public utility division of the 
Securities Exchange Commission 
recommended yesterday that the 
commission institute proceedings 
leading to the dissolution of 
North American Light & Power 
Co., a sub-holding company in the 
North American system. 

Litigation concerr’- dissolution 


of the company is pending in 
United Sttaes District Court 
in Delaware. The SHC, seék- 
ing to determine the extent 
of its control over dissolution 


plans, is trying to enjoin a pro- 
posed voluntary liquidation. 

The recommendation of the pub- 
lic utility division excluded Illi- 
nois-Iowa Power Co., a subsidiary 
of North American Light & Pow- 
er, and its subsidiaries inasmuch 
as corporate simplification pro- 
ceedings against that system are 
pending. Companies in the part 
of the system covered in the re- 
port operate in Missouri, Tllinois, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa and Min- 
nesota. One subsidiary is the Mis- 
souri Power & Light Co. operat- 
ing in the Northern.and Central 
parts of Missouri. Illinois-lowa 
serves many Illinois communities 
in the St. Louis trade area. 

Only One Paid Officer. 

Light & Power now has but 
one paid officer, its president, 
Allen Van Wyck, and a part-time 
auditor. The public holds $3,376,- 
500 of its debentures and $10,925,- 
500 of preferred stock, on which 
dividend arrears totalled $6,063,653 
on Sept. 30. 

North American Co. holds more 
than 84 per cent of the common 
stock. SEC officials quoted Van 
Wyck as saying this stock appears 
to have no equity, but, they added, 
the common stock has more than 
6,000, votes, compared with 
200,000 votes for the preferred 
stockholders. The report described 

ht & Power as “purely a hold- 
ng company, which at the present 
time performs no services for its 
subsidiary operating companies, 
nor is it in a position to be of 
any aid.” 

North American Holdings. 

The division said the North 
American Co, had acquired con- 
siderable debentures and preferred 
stock of Light & Power at ‘“sub- 
stantially less than the face 
amount” and that to allow the 
parent’s claim “in any amount 
higher than the net cost ... 
would not be consistent with the 
standards for a fair and equit- 
able plan” as the standards had 
been applied in previous cases. 

In this connection, it pointed out 
that the parent held $5,623,500 prin- 
cipal amount of debentures ac- 
quired at a net cost of $2,152,125 
and 84,925 shares of preferred stock 
which cost $4,130,875. 

“It may well be,” the staff said, 
“that the only appropriate means 
of liquidating Light & Power while 
conserving its assets for its secur- 
ity holders, would be distribution 
of assets to the security holders. 
This eliminates the underwriters’ 
fees and other expenses which 
sales of assets for cash would en- 
tail, and thus prevents the dissipa- 
tion of, and conserves for the junior 
security holders, some 5 to 10 per 
cent of the assets of the corpora- 
tion, Of course, thé senior claim- 
ants should receive not only such 
cash as may be available, but also 
the better, more stable and easily 
valued assets’ of the corporation,” 

Controls Illinois Terminal. 

The report suggested also that 
Illinois Traction Co., a holding com- 
pany subsidiary of Light & Power, 
should be liquidated since “it: per- 
forms no functions whatsoever ex- 
cept the holding of securities.” 
North American Light & Power, 
through subsidiaries, controls the 
Illinois Terminal Railroad, operat- 
ing electric trains between St. Louis 
and Illinois points. : 

The report said it might be de- 
sirable for Light & Power to sell 
its holdings in the Blue River Pow- 
er Co., to the Kansas Power & 
Light Co., since its properties are 
operated in conjunction with the 
Kansas power properties. 

It suggested also that Light & 
Power's interest in Kewanee Pub- 
lic Service Co., which supplies gas 
and electricity in Kewanee, Ill, 
should be sold to Illinois-Ilowa Pow- 
er Co., it added that “if Kewanee 
continues as a separate corporation 
it may have to be recapitalized.”

WAGES INDICATED 


Could Meet $400,000,- 
000 Increase, Less Than 
Half Original Demand. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28 (AP).— 
Charles M. Hay of St. Louls, coun- 
sel for 360,000 operating railroad 


workers, contended today that the 


railroads were able to pay wage in- 
creases aggregating $400,000,000 a 
year on the basis of present in- 


comes. 
This figure, presented to the 
President's emergency fact-finding 
board, was $500,000,000 less than 
the increases operating and non- 
operating brotherhoods originally 
demanded. 

Hay appeared as the first wit- 
ness at new hearings on the rail- 
road disputes requested by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. The unions had 
rejected wage increases of $270, 
000,000 a year recommended by the 
board, and today’s comment by 
Hay was the first official indica- 
tion from the brotherhoods that 
they: might be willing to accept as 
a compromise less than the $900,- 
000,000 originally requested. 

Hay said that though he consid- 
ered the board’s recommendations 
unfair and unjust, he did not ex- 
pect the full 30 per cent increase 
which the operating brotherhoods 
had asked, 

He added: “I had one of the 
shocks of my life when I read the 
board’s recommendations.” 

These. called for increases of 7% 
per cent for the operating men and 
about 13% per cent for the 900,- 
000 non-operating union members. 
Operating unions are composed of 
members of train crews, while shop 
workers and the like are in the 
non-operating groups. 

Hay said it was manifest from 
the beginning that the board was 
“going to take into consideration 
what the railroad ‘traffic would 
bear in arriving at your conclu- 
sions.” 

After saying that the unions did 
not consider this a sound basis for 
an award, Hay expressed the view 
that the unions had presented a 
case at hearings in Chicago that 
would justify paying the men $400,- 
000,000 a year more on the basis of 
ability to pay than they are now 
receiving. ; 

A spokesman for the 14 non-op- 
erating railroad unions whose 900,- 
000 members likewise were dissat- 
isfied with the board’s recommen- 
dations said a strike date prob- 
ably would be set on Monday or 
Tuesday if a “satisfactory settle- 
ment” is not obtained by then,

BOYS CARED WITH 
MURDER OF ATTORNEY 


Two, 16 Years Old, Said to 
Have Confessed Killing Him 
in Virginia Home.

When arrested the boy said he was 
Peters but early today, acting on 
information furnished by another 
prisoner in the Bristol jail, Helms 
said he questioned him further 
and the bay gave the name of Por- 
ter and the Brentwood address. 

The boys were arrested yester 
day in an Appalachia (Va.) hotel, 
where they were traced after Ho- 
back’s aunt, Mrs. Ollie Carroll of 
Cumberland, Ky., notified officials 
that the car they were driving 
bore the same license numbers as 
those given in a newspaper ac- 
count of the killing of the attor- 
ney.

All Children 
Should Have 
Skilled Hands 


The more they learn about the 
world around them the more they 


‘learn to control it in relation to 


themselves, and themselves in re- 
lation to it. By the time a child 
is ready for the first grade in 
school he ought to be able to use 
his hands rather skilfully. We 
find that the most intelligent ones 
can do just that. 

These children can dress them- 
selves, hang up their coats and 
hats, pin their overshoes together, 
keep their desks in order, tie a 
simple knot, button and unbutton, 
hold a pencil and crayon firmly 
and guide it purposefully.

All Children 
Should Have 
Skilled Hands 


By Angelo Patri 


BELIEVE the way to develop 
intelligence in .children is 
through the use of their hands. 
Little children should start their 
education by learning to do things. 
The more they learn about the 
world around them the more they 


‘learn to control it in relation to 


themselves, and themselves in re- 
lation to it. By the time a child 
is ready for the first grade in 
school he ought to be able to use 
his hands rather skilfully. We 
find that the most intelligent ones 
can do just that. 

These children can dress them- 
selves, hang up their coats and 
hats, pin their overshoes together, 
keep their desks in order, tie a 
simple knot, button and unbutton, 
hold a pencil and crayon firmly 
and guide it purposefully. The 
teacher has a good start with such 
a child. 

The dullest child we ever had in 
@ normal class of first-grade chil- 
dren was one who had never done 
anything for himself. His mother 
came to remove his outer clothing 
and put it in its place, to do all 
that he needed to do for him. His 
hands were baby hands with the 
dimples still soft on his knuckles. 
He could not hold a ball much less 
toss one. “He is my baby,” she 
said fondly when the teacher 
remonstrated.

to a lesson, could not sit still, 
could not do what the other chil- 
dren did, so we excluded his 
mother and began teaching him to 
use his hands and to help himself 
and by the end of the term he was 
almost as skillful as his classmates, 
but not quite, and he was far be- 
hind them in class accomplish- 
ments so that he had to stay one 
year in the first grade instead of 
six months. There was nothing 
the matter with the child except 
that he had not been allowed to 
lift himself out of helplessness.
